The following la a good standard 
recipe for tomato sauce: 
Mince 
fin e

slice of salt pork, 
cut one-eighth of 
an inch thick. Fry 
until light brown 
In color, then add 
one small 
onion 
flnely-mlnred and 
a tab lesp o on fu l 
•ach of carrot, turnip and sweet pep­ 
per; brown lightly In the fat. 
Now 
add one and one-half quarts of toma­ 
toes, lf fresh, unpeeled; two cloves, 
a sprig of parsley and celery, and half 
a bay leaf. 
Simmer covered one hour, 
stirring occasionally. Rub all that will 
go through the colander and thicken 
with a tablespoonful each of butter 
and flour cooked together. 
Serve hot. 
Tomato Soup.—Place one sweet pep­ 
per. one onion, one carrot and one tur­ 
nip, all minced fine, in a saucepan. 
Add a sprig of parsley, one of celery, 
one leaf of cabbage, two cloves, two 
quarts of tomatoes and one quart of 
water. 
Hover and simmer one hour, 
stirring often. Add salt and pepper to 
season, two teaspoonfuls of sugar— 
more if needed 
strain through a colan­ 
der and thicken with a tablespoonful 
each of butter and flour. This may be 
prepared In this manner when toma­ 
toes are plentiful In the fall, canned, 
and the soup will be always ready. 
Macaroni for Lu neb ton.—Cook three- 
fourths of a cupful of macaroni broken 
Into lnch-pteces In bolling salted water 
until tender. 
Drain, rinse In cold 
water and drain well. 
Melt three 
tablespoonfuls of butter; cook In this 
a slice each of onion and carrot, then 
remove the vegetables, add two table­ 
spoonfuls of flour, a little salt and 
a dash of pepper, one-hslf cupful each 
of beef broth and tomato puree, and 
cook until smooth and thickened. Add 
the macaroni to the sauce with one- 
half cupful of grated cheese. 
Hover 
and let stsnd over hot water.

very hot. 
Half a cupful of chopped 
ham or other cooked meat with or 
without the cheese may he added.
